Continuation of 13. Other: The current amendment will be entered and the claims rejected under U.S.C. § 103 as claim 2 was previously 
rejected and all depending claims will be rejected accordingly. 

In response to the applicant's arguments: The applicant has argued the new reference was not added in response to the previous 
amendment of claim 1. The scope of claim 1 was amended by the addition of the language of "consisting essentially of requiring the new 
rejection. The applicant has further argued the Jones '544 reference has been inappropriately applied as it discloses a method of corona 
discharge in an atmosphere substantially free of oxygen. According to the specification (see paragraphs 24 and 35) the process of 
electrostatically charging the fibers by a corona discharge takes place before or after the gaseous plasma treatment. The gaseous 
plasma treatment serves to enhance filtration properties by POST charging the media. The two processes are separate from one another 
and therefore the conditions under which each occur may be separate as indicated by paragraph 24. Roth teaches the method of 
gaseaous plasma treatment and Jones teaches a electrostatically charged media by corona discharge. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would use an electrostatically charged media because an electret is effective in enhancing particle capture in aerosol filters and have a 
wide variety of uses (col. 1, lines 16-25, Jones '544). 
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
